In 1865 he removed to Detroit, wheége he 
has since been engaged extensively in lum-., 
ber and pine land business.

erators in the West. Subsequently the firm 
was merged into that of Alger, Smith & Co., 
which owns and operates extensive tracts 
and mills in Michigan and in the Canadian 
Georgian Bay region.

In Jacksonville 
and vicmity, where there were many thrifty 
vegetable farms, everything went down be- 
fore the blast. Irish potatoes that. were vig-

Within the limits of 
your professional power and influence you 
seek to restrain any approach to criminal 
malpractice; yet newspapers disgustingly 
though covertly advertise the- way to such 
crimes and startle their readers with aensa- 
tional tales of death and misery te which 
they are directly accessory. * 

5 Physician as Citizen. 

“TI need not suggest that such evils are 
allowed to exist by reason of the insufficien- 
e of our laws or a laxity in their execp- 
tion. I have intimated that for, this condi- 
tion you are not responsible in a profession- 
al sense, but are you sure you are doing 
all in your power as citizens to remedy the 
situation? 

“The village doctor was not only our 
physician,. but he was a man of influence 
in all neighboring affairs. In every matter 
that concerned the good of the community 
he was at the front. He was President 
of the village or represented his town in 
the County Board of Supervisors, and if he 
was ever late in visiting a patient it was 
because he lingered at the postoffice to dis- 
cuss the political situation. Thus he joined 
with the performance of professional duty 
a discharge of the obligations. of 
citizenship. 0 

„We cannot but think that the discoveries 
and improvements in medical practice which 
we now enjoy are dearly bought if the mem- 
bers of the profession, in their onward 
march, have left behind them their sense of 
eivic obligation and their interest in the 
general public welfare. We cannot accuse 
you of utter neglect of. your duty to your 
country; and yet we cannot keep out of mind 
the sugpicion that if your professional work 
in exposing evils were more thoroughly sup- 
plemented by labor in the fleld of citizen- 
ship those evils would be more speedily cor- 
rected.

President Cleveland’s Speeehk. 

President Cleveland spoke as follows: 

I have anticipated the share assigned to 
me on this occasion with considerable trepi- 
dation for various reasons. I have been 
chiefly disturbed,. I believe, because of my 
inability to discover satisfactory grounds 
for my right to join those who celebrate the 
semi-centennial of a medical association. 

It, in passing through that period in boy-

} here from a reliable correspondent in Ma- 
tanzas, where Captain-General Weyler him- 
selfiis now operating.

Near the insurgent 
camp was also located the well-known leper 
hospital of Cardosa, in which were aboht 
twenty unfortunates. Guarding tho msur- 
gent hogpital was a com y of ¢ n Ama- 
zons, numbering about seventy, under com- 
mand of Sefiorita: Inez Alvfrez, whose 
fathers and brothers had been butchered by 
Spaniards. The Colonel of the Spanish regi- 
ment operating in that district learned of 
the location of the kospital, and sent 500 
men to destroy it. 

The Spaniards attacked at night, and the 
first thing they did was to fire the buildings. 
The inmates and Amazon guards awoke to 
find flames roaring about them. The sick 
and wounded soldiers could not escape, but 
the Amazons rushed out, only to be greeted 
by a murderous fire. The Amazons fought 
bravely, but were only a handful compared 
to the Spaniards, and were soon shot down. 
Many of them were only wounded, but even 
these were butchered. save eight of peciliar 
beauty. In the hospital there were over 
seventy sick and wounded soldiers, * sur- 
geons, and ten nurses. Not one of these 
escaped, and, including the Amazons, nearly 
150 fell victims to the Spanish thirst for 
slaughter. 

Returning, the Spaniards passed the leper 
hospital, which they fired out of pure lust 
to inflict suffering, and nearly all of the in- 
mates perished in the lames. ¥ 

It is almost impossible to describe the suf- 
ering caused by Weyler’s edict gathering 
the pacificos into the fortified towns in the 
Provinces of Havana and Matanzas.

Fire broke out in the north wing of the 
Denison Hotel at 6 o’clock tonight almost 
over the dining-room, which was just ready 
to be opened for supper. Inside of an hour 
nearly $20,000 damage was done by the 
blaze and the flood of water that was poured

There were 300 guests in the house at the 
time, including many members of the Leg- 
Wlature and the Stuart Robson and Marti- 
netti-Tannehill theatrical companies.

Precinct Station yesterday was so over- 
joyed when later she saw two policemen 
carrying a basket of provisions and fuel 
into her house she ran out, threw her arms 
around them, and gave them each a hearty 
kiss, Policemen Carison and O’Dowd were 
greatly confused until they realized the 
woman was beside herself with joy at re- 
ing food for her hungry little ones. 


Children’s Garments Needed. 


‘The police are doing their utmost to secure 
garments for children, a great many being 
found so poorly clad it is im ossible for them 
to attend school. A little ughter of Mrs. 

Morris, No. 3114 Wabash avenue, 
made a bundle of her own garments, and 
her mother sent the package with a note to 
Capt. Koch. The garments were gladly re- 
ceived by a party of little girls who came 
shivering to the station.

FAIR AND WARMER WEATHER PROMISED 


Range in Temperature Yesterday Was 
from 2 to 19 Degrees Above, the 
Highest for Nearly a Week. 
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The foregoing table shows the tempcra- 
tures recorded by the Weather Bureau in- 
struments during the twenty-four hours 
beginning at 1 o’clock yesterday morning. 
The maximum, 19°, was the highest temper- 
gale recorded since noon on Friday, Jan. 
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The prospect .for today is generally fair 
weather and slowly rising temperature. 

The temperature map yesterday had no 
areas of extreme cold—due perhaps to the 
absence of reports from Medicine Hat—but 
it indicated one of the most general cold 
spells in the history Of the Weather Bureau. 

The highest temperature reading anywhere 
on the continent was at El Paso, Tex., where 
the thermometer indicated 42°. The lowest 
was at Calgary, Northwest Territory. Jack- 
sonville, Fla., had freezing weather at 32°, 
while New Orleans was shivering with the 
thermometer down to 84°. The reading at 
Galveston was 40°. 

In the Central States the readings varied 
between 15° and 20° above zero, and in the 
New England States it was about 20” above. 

Snow fell yesterday for the tenth consecu- 
tive day at Grand Haven, Mich., and was 
general throughout the lower lake region.

DISCUSS NEW TAX LAWS. 
46 3 CHICAGO” COMMISSION- 
ERS HOLD INITIAL MEETING. - 


Change in the Assessment System Is 
Conceded te Be the Paramount 
Question for Legislation—Special 
Committee Named to Report Con- 
clusions—Joseph ‘Medill Reviews 
the Situation and Suggests Speedy 
Methods—J, PF. Wilson's Remarks. 


The Greater Chicago commission met 
with the Mayor yesterday and spent’ most 
of the afternoon deliberating upon means 
for obtaining relief from the existing sys- 
tem of tax assessments. The meeting was 
the first the commission has held since its 
appointment, and various other gubjects 
which may call for legislation were brought 
up and discussed at more or less length. 

It was the general opinion, hgwever, that 
none of them was of so much importance 
that it could not wait until the assessment 
question was finally and satisfactorily set- 
tled. wosth this in view a special committee 
consisting of E. R. Bliss, John P. Wilson, 
and Martin B. Madden was appointed to in- 
quire into the matter and report its conclu- 
sions back at its next meeting. 

The conference took place in the Mayor's 
office in the. City Hall, and was called fo 
order shortly after 3 o'clock by the Chair- 
man, Joseph Méaill. These present besides 
Mr. Medill and Mayor Swift were: 

Gen. Charles Fitz-Si- John P. Wilson.

Francis E. Peabody. 

Work of the Session. 

The session was for the most part informal, 
and was held behind closed doors. Each 
Commissioner was invited to give his opin- 
jon as to the most pressing legislative needs 
of the city. Ald. Madden explained the ob- 
ject of resolutions recently introduced into 
the Council by him. They were intended, he 
said, to call the attention of the General 
Assémbly to the city’s imperative need for 
legislation in several important departments 


of its government. 
Mr. Medill spoke at corfsiderable length. 


He said that he believed the greatest need of 
the city at present was for an equitable 
and just method of assessing the property 
within its Itmits, whether for purposes of 
general or special taxation. After having 
given the subject considerable study, and 
having consulted with the Mayor, several 
Judges, and atorneys of prominence had 
come to the conclusion, he said, that it is 
possible to obtain relief without making 
any changes in the Constitution, and the 


manner of so doing he briefly outlined, 


Revenue Article of Constitation. 
The revenue article of the Constitution 
of the ‘State of Illinois,” he said, clearly 
and explicitly demands that every person 
owning taxable property within the State 
shall be taxed on a just and uniform basis. 


‘That article was drawn by Milton Hay, an 


able lawyer of Springfield, and was passed 
unanimously by the convention. I was on 
the committee myself, and remember dis- 
tinctly that there were no objections to the 
article, because it so clearly stated its pur- 


„ Still, there is an opinion prevalent in le- 
gal circles and around the City Hall that 
there is no way for the city to get relle gt 
present but by amending the Constitution. 

Now, the Constitution never contem- 
plated that the tax collector should work 
miracles, nor will the courts ask a man todo 
what is impossible. The general law, gov- 
erning the assesment and collection of 
taxes, was passed about 1872, when Chicago 
had only one-sixth of its present population. 
The old area of the city has now four or fiv 
times the population it had then. ! 


City Outgrows the Statute. 


“The West Side contains 120,000 families 
living. in houses either their own or rented, 
and yet the time given the Assessor to go 
over all that vast mass of property is only 
Sixty days. That is, he is expected to visit 
2,000 families every day, going through their 
houses, barns, their stores and shops, and 
putting down a just valuation of the property 
they possess. The Assessor cannot do it;: 
and so the books are carried over from year 
to year, exaggerating the errors and making 
the omissions worse. The consequence 18, 
Milton Hay’s article cannot be obeyed and 
the people complain, not so much that the 
taxes are too heavy, as that they are unequal. 

“If we get the Legislature to enact the 
bill that the Civic Federation has drawn it 
will be necessary to submit it to a direct vote 
of the people, and 1 haven't the slightest 
doubt the majority of the voters will neglect 
to‘vote on it and it would he beaten. But 
from conferences I have had with prominent 
attorneys it seems to be their opinion as 
well as mine that a law can be passed by the 
Legislature that would be valid, and give 
Chicago and Cook County a system of assess 
ments that would be just to every one that 
has anything to tax and catch those who 
have escaped. This is the system that is 
outlined in the bill of the Civic Federation, 
and it could be embodied in a law without 
the popular vote. 


As to Special Legislation. 


„The Constitution provides that on twen- 
ty-three subjects spécial laws may be passed, 
and winds up by saying that in other cases 
where a general law cannot be made ef- 
fectual special laws are to be passed. 

“If it were held that ours is a special 
case, and the Supreme Court has so held, 
then the law would stand. Moreover, the 
Constitution provides that the taxation shall 
be just and equitable; and the preamble to 
this law should show that under previous 
conditions it was impossible to carry out 
this provision of the Constitution. Then, 
in interpreting the law, the Supreme Court 
would doubtless be governed by sound sense 
and hold the law to be a good one.“ 

Mr. Wilson said that he agreed with Mr. 
Medill’s suggestions for the most part; and 
he suggested that legal complications might 
be avoided through the force of a recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, in which it 
was held that the Legislature could put 
cities and counties in classes. For in- 
stance, cities which embrace parts of two 
or more townships, or more than one town- 
chip, can be authorized to assess prop- 
erty according to the scheme advanced. By 
this means, it was explained, the machinery 
of tax collecting would remain the same in 
the rest of the State, where it works exceed- 
ingly well, and a more careful system would 
be established in Chicago. 


Special Investigation Ordered. — 


These suggestions met with general ap- 
proval by members of the commission, but it 
was thought best to investigate the subject 
more thoroughly before taking a decisive 
Stand. It was on this account that a special 
committee was appointed to report later to 
the commission. 

Among the other subjects brought up for 
discussion was the incongruity of electing 


a City Attorney and appointing a Cor- 


poration Counsel, thus having two law 
departments wholly independent of one 
another. Mr. Medill suggested that if it was 
wise to appoint the latter the City Attorney 
should be similarly chosen, and that the two 
departments should work in harmony. He 
also held that the City Clerk should be chosen 
by the City Council, whose records he keeps. 

But by general consent all other questions 
were passed over until the more urgent one 
of tax legislation was settled.

BY CAPT. PORTER’S MEN.

John A. Skoog exhibited in Capt. Portei'3 
secret service office forty-eight photo-grav- 
ure reproductions of $20 silver certificates 
and seventy-eight like reproductions of 
Swedish money. 

The Mill exhibited in the cyunterfeits was 
sO great that Skoog was praised by his 
captors, but that was poor satisfaction to 
him. He smiled bly when told that his 
workmanship was éxcellent. Then he said 
he would like to kill himself because he had 
been caught. 0 

Skoog was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Mark A. Foote later, and, in 
default of a $2,000 bond, was committed to 
the county jail at Joliet for action by the 
next Federal grand jury. He is detained at 
the Harrison Street Station, and his photo- 
yt hig be taken todey before he is sent 


“Trapped in a Clever Manner. 

Since Nov. 14, Skoog has been issuing his 
$20 photo-gravure bills, and admits to hav- 
ing passed thirty of them on unsuspecting 
people who took them for good money. 

Thursday night he started to make a round 
of the theaters. He passed one of the notes 
on the ticket seller at the Imperial, another 
at the Columbia, and was about passing a 
third to ticket seller James Bailey at Hop- 
kins’ South Side Theater, ‘when the susz- 
picions of the ticket seller were aroused. 
He scrutinized the note and discovered that 
the blue and red silk threads, that appear in 
the regular notes, were imitated with pen 
strokes. Detectives Allen McDonald and 
M. F. Rogers were in the lobby of the thea- 
ter, and they were called upon to arrest 
Skoog. . 

On the way over to the Harrison Street 
Station, Skoog, who is a tall, athletic fellow, 
sprang from between the detectives and ran 
up an alley. They fired several shots at 
him, when he stumbled and fell, and was 
retaken. He begged the officers to kill him, 
saying that he did not want to be disgraced. 
He gave the name of Charles Bennett and 
afterwards that of John Zukowski, but re- 
fused to tell where he lived. Capt. Porter 
of the secret service took charge of him yes- 
terday morning. ‘ 

Within ten minutes he weakened under 
Porter’s quiet questioning. He said his name 
was John A. Skoog, he lived at No. 4331 
Justine street, and worked for Henry Schoen- 
heider, house painter at Justine and Fifty- 
second streets. 

Porter Secures the Evidqnce. 

Capt. Porter, with Operator Gallaher and 

‘Detectives McDonald and Rogers, accompa- 
nied Skoog to his boarding~house, and in 
two rooms, occupied by him, found his 
stock of plates and apparatus and the fin- 
ished notes. They were packed yp, and in 
= afternoon brought to Capt. Porter's of- 

ce. 

The effects consisted of the $20-and 100 
kroner notes, a.dozen Corbutt photo-plates 
upon which were the kroner. negatives,; 
three photo-gravure gelatine plates -from 
which the kroners had been printed; a 
numbering machine used in numbering the 
$20 notes; a washing wringer which had 
been used as a press for the making of the 
photo-gravures; and a lot of chemicals. 
There were two copper etchings of the tront 
and back of the $20 note, but which had 
not been used. The plates from which the 
$20 bills had been made been’ washed 
off, Skoog saying that after he had mado 
about eighty of the $20 notes he had de- 
stroyed the evidences, and turned his at- 
tention to making the kroners. 

A painting of himself and one of a fifteenth 

century ge an were found among his 
effects, and work showed artistic ability 
of high order. 

Begins with a Camera. 

Skoog made no effort to conceal from Capt. 
Porter any of his acts. He said he secured 
a camera last summer, and began making 
pictures of his friends, and then in the fall 
he began to experiment with photo-gravurce, 
and thought he might turn his ability in the 
direction of making money. Nov. 14 he said 
he passed off the first bill, and had got rid of 
about thirty. When arrested he had $150 
in good money and a bank deposit book 

showing $200 to his credit. He said he was 
engaged to be married to a young woman 
at Winnetka, and was anxious to secure 

enough money to furnish a home. He is 32 
years of age, and in appearance would not be 
taken for a man of any ability. 

“This is net the first time I was arrested 
for counterfeiting,’’ he said last evening. 
Ten years ago, after having taken a course 
in drawing in a school of technology at 
Stockholm, I made eight 100. kroner notes 


with a pen and ink. I was discovered and 


served six years it. prison. After my release 
I came to America, and have lived in the 
vicinity of Chicago for three years. I could 
not make much money at my trade of paim- 
ing, and I suppose that led me to turn to this 
Work.“ a 

Wants to Kill Himself. 

Several times after his arrest Skoog said 
he weuld kill himself at the first opportunity.

The motion, made by Mr. Kohtz, was car- 
ried at the end of a long and rambling dis- 
cussion of the merits.and cost of filtering, 
boiling, and distilling.

SENATE URGED 70 RATIFY THE TREATY 


Permanent Committee Named Last 
Year by the Washington Confer- 
ence Issues a Public Statement. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.—The perma- 
nent Committee on Arbitration with Great 
Britain, which was appointed by the con- 
ference held in this city April 22,1896, has 
issued a public statement which is subr 
stantially as follows: 

“The objections to the arbitration treaty 
which have come te the notice of this com- 
mittee have received caréful and respectful 
consideration, We believe that they are al- 
most entirely owing to an imperfect study, 
or a misapprehension, of its provisions or 
of their possible effect. 

It seems to be supposed that the treaty 
may require the contracting parties to arbi- 
trate questions t polic But by referring 
to the treaty itself it will be found that the 
parties have agreed to submit their differ- 
ences to arbitration only ‘in accordance 
with the provisions and subject to the limita- 
tions of this treaty.» The questions which 
may be submitted are.all included under 
three heads~-viz.: Pecuniary claims, terri- 
torial claims, — ‘all other matters in dif- 
ference, in respect to which either of the 
high contracting parties shall have rights 
against the other under treaty or other- 
Wise.“ It is cleaf that no such agreement 
requires the arbiirf@lion of matters of policy. 
The term rights,“ as used in the treaty, can 
only mean legal rights. The words of the 
treaty aptly define the agreement to arbi-

For Distilling Apparatus. 


According to the specifications read the 
Unique Distilling company offered to place 
distilling apparatus in 231 school buildings 
for $41,975. The apparatus would utilize the 
steam from the heating plant of the school 
during the winter and have its own heater in 
the mmer. It would cost about $200 a 
school to put in boiling apparatus. 

Letters were submitted from a number of 
bacteriologists whd discouraged the filter 
idea on account of the difficulty of having 
the filters properly attended to. The only 
reliable way, the letters stated, was either to 
boil the water or to distill it. 

A proposal to send the matter back to the 
committee with instructions to go into it 
farther and then make a formal report 
brought Mr. Cusack to his feet. He said he 
had done all the investigating he intended to.

Great Britain, was submitted to the decisicn 
of the Emperor of Germany as sole arbitra- 
tor.. But « more conclusive answer than an 
appeal to precedent is found in the fact 
that this treaty provides that all territorial 
claims and all disputes involving principles 
of general importance affecting national 
rights are to be dealt with by a court ex- 
clusively composed of American and British 
Judges, and that such controversies cannot 
be decided against us unless two out of three 
of our own representatives concur in think- 
ing us in the wrong. 

A candid examination of the treaty will 
show that while fairly covering all sub- 
jects proper to be submitted to judicial de- 
cision, it has been drawn with unusual cau- 
tion and-precision, so as to protect the just 
rights of each country. For claims purely 
pecuniary tribunals are provided having a 
so-called umpire, but all graver disputes are 
to be finally decided without the presence 
of an umpfre; and only by an almost unani- 
mous vote, unless, indeed, both parties are 
satisfied with the decision made by a less 
majority. It also appears that in case of 
final disagreement on such important mat- 
ters, before a resort to hostile action of any 
description, the mediation of friendly pow- 
ers must be invoked, which mediation in 
its very nature will be only advisory, and 
will leave the two parties concerned entire- 
ly free in the exercise af their rights of 
sovereignty; and that, therefore, the ap- 
prehensions expressed by some that the 
treaty may involve a renunciation of the 
Monroe doctrine in any acceptation of the. 
term, or of any of our legitimate rights of 
sovereignty. are entirely groundless. 

“For the settlement of all disputes of 
greater importance than mere pecuniary 
claims the -treaty simply furnishes to the 
contracting parties well-devised opportuni- 
ties for judicial ‘discussion of the points in 
controversy, to the end of facilitating a 
peaceable understanding. It will prevent the 
precipitate opening of hostilities under the 
spur of heedless passion. It will give sud- 
den excitements time to cool and make 
way for calm reason. It will disco the 
advocacy of wur for reasons that not 
stand the scrutiny of an impassioned and 
well-informed judgment. not ren-

Employe of the Chicago, Hammond 
and Western Belt Line Sinks a 
Pick Into His Foreman’s Head.

On 
Monday,when the bill goes to its second read- 
ing, Mr. New will have a petition containing 
16,000 names from the factories and stores 
and offices of Indianapolis calling on the 
Legisiature to pass the bill. Just what will 
be the outcome of the fight cannot be told 
at this time, but it seems to be growing in

After being the cause of a separation be- 
tween Coleman and Mary Denning, Willtam 
A. Cunning shot and instantly killed Mrs. 
Denning, made a ineffectual attempt to 
shoot her two sons, and then turned his re- 
volver upon himself at Mrs. Denning’s home, 
No. 4036 State street, at 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning. Cunning shot himself in the left 


Shoulder and in the right breast, just miss- 


ing the heart. He was taken to Mercy Hos- 
pital, and the physicians think he has a 
chance to recover. 

Four or five revolver shots in rapid suc- 
cessior were heard by the neighbors. When 
the police arrived they found the two boys, 
Willie and Karl Denning, standing terrified 
in the hall. Mre Denning lay face upward 
with a gaping u nd in her left temple, and 
Cunning had fallen across her body. © 


Previous Attempt at Murder. 
Cunning has made two previous attempts 


to kill Mrs. Denning. On Halloween eve 


in 1895 he shot her in the left arm breaking 
the bene and also grazed her head with a 
revolver ball. He was arrested, but was not 
prosecuted. 

A week ago, when he was supposed to be 
in Cincinnati, he appeared suddenly at Mrs. 
Denning’s kitchen door. 

She lifted the curtain enough to see who 
was outside; and then bolted the door and 
hid herself. Cunning begged to be admit- 
ted, but unavailingly. 

Just let me see your face, Mary.“ he 
pleaded. “T haven't got anything and I 
won't hurt you.” 

Mrs. Denning was frightened at the man’s 
actions and had lived the last week in hour- 
ly fear of his return. He had repeatedly 
threatened her life because she would not 


Allow him any longer in her house. 


Story of the Tragedy. 

Mrs. Denning and her two sons had just 
finished breakfast yesterday when the trag- 
edy took place. Mrs. Denning was standing 
at the sink preparing to wash the breakfast 
dishes. She told Earl, the younger boy, and 
his brother to get ready for school. Just 
then a light footfall was heard in the door- 
way. Mrs. Denning’ turned and saw Cun- 
She made an. attempt to disarm him 
dy her greeting. 

Before she had spoken half a dozen words 
Cunning drew his revolver,and, before either 
mother or sons could make an outcry, 
pressed the weapon close to the woman’s 
temple and fired. 

Mrs. Denning fell backward, striking her 
chin upon the stove. She made a slight at- 
tempt to caich herseif, and went down with 
her head toward the east window of the 
small room. She uttered no cry and never 
moved again. 

Tries to Kill the Boys. 

The little boys for an instant stood shocked 
beyond speech, and then began to scream. 
Cunning aimed a shot at Willie’s head, but 
it took effect in the wall above the sink. 


Cunning then aimed point blank at the 


younger child, but the weapon missed fire, 
and then, without meking a further attempt 
to slay the witnesses of his crime, Cunnire 
turned the revolver upon himself. He aimed 
little wide of the mark, and the bullet, in- 
stead of piercing the heart, struck the left 
Shoulder, tearing the bone and flesh. With- 
out a word he changed his aim and fired 
again, this time piercing his right breast a 
little. below his heart.

UNITY: CLUB MBMBERS ARE EXCITED. 


Litigation Begun by Three Concordia 
Men Is Discussed by an Officer 
of the New Organizaticen. 


The litigation begun by Messrs. Lichten- 
stadt, Fass, and Loewenstein against the 
newly formed Unity club, which is heir of the 
Congordia. club, located on the South Side, 
has caused considerable excitement among 
the members of the organization. 

One of the Unity club officials said of the 
contention yesterday: 

“A year ago the Concordia club had 175 
members in good standing, and when ‘it 
disbanded it had less than seventy-five, The 
réasons for this may be found in the gen- 
eral fact the club was mismanaged; and 
that among its members were men who in- 
jured the Concordia from a social stand- 
point, and dissolution was necessary unless 
these men would resign, and this they re- 
fused to do. 

Though the Unity club is a party to this 
litigafion, and charges of fraud are made 
against its officers, this complaint comes not 
from any officers of the Concordia, but from 
three of its members. One of these stood 
suspended from the club, and another had 
his application to the Unity club rejected. 

In the bill filed by the complainants they 
recite that proper noticeg were not sent 
these members, and yet they seemed proper 
enough to attract their attention, for two 
of these complainants were at that meeting, 
and voted for the motion to dissolve the Con- 
cordia club... They allege they were induced 
to vote for the motion by fraudulent ‘repfe- 
sentations. 

“A resolution that the Concordia club 
transfer and make over to the new club all 
of its property upon the new club providing 
for the cancell Klon of the debts of the old 
club, and when this was done the Concordia 
club was to stand disbanded, was unani- 
mously carried. 

“This was ou Dec. 13. The new club did 
not take possession of its acquired property 
until the first day of January following, and 
during all this time these complainants. as 
members of the Concordia club, discussed 
this matter in and out of the club, and never 
learned until they found themselves barred 
from the Unity ciub that they had been 
fraudulently induced to vote for the reso- 
lution disbanding the Concordia.”

All the big railroad interests in the coun- 
try, it is claimed, have practically agreed to 
abandon the pooling bill at this session of 
Congress. The: reason assigned for this 
action by the railroad people is that by con- 
tinuing to work for this bill they would 
endanger the passage of the bill to prohibit 
ticket scalping. They claim to be more anx- 
lous to have ticket scalping wiped out than 
to secure the legislation to maintain money 
pools. 

There is a wide difference of opirfion as 
regards the legalization of pools. The big 
Eastern railroad magnates, especially those 
interested in the joint traffic pool, are all 
anxious to secure the legalization of pools. 
It would relieve them of the charge of main- 
taining an iNegal organization and enable 
them to divide earnings instead of having to 
resort to law-evading methods to secure an 


‘evening up of percentages. 


Many Western railroad managers do not 
think the legalization of pools by Congress 
would cure the evils from which the rail- 
roads are suffering or prevent discrimina- 
tion against persons or localities. The more 
prosperous and wealthy Vines, they say, 
would not be benefited by the maintenance 
of pools. They admit that under existing 
conditions shippers are able to force rail- 
road companies to give them special rates in 
some instances, yet they say this is prefer 
able to being held up hy the small and 
round-about lines. No pool can be formed, 
they say, without giving those small and 
indirect lines a much larger proportion of 
the earnings than they are justly entitled to. 
If those small lines do not get the percentage 
they want they refuse to play pool and start 
in to get business by demoralizing the regu- 
lar rates. 

All railroad officials in the country agree 
that a law to prevent ticket scalping is nec- 
essary if passenger business is to become 
profitable. Not only is forgery frequently 
resorted to by scalpers, they say, as has been 
shown by the arrest of certain parties in 
Chicago a few days ago, but conductors and 
other employés in the passenger service are 
tempted to defraud the railroad companies 
by resorting to dishonest means to increase 
their salaries. If ticket scaiping is pro- 
hibited, they say, forged or stolen tickets 
could not be disposed of. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
which is bitterly hostile to the bill te legalize 
pooling, is heartily in favor of the passage 
of the bill to prohibit ticket scalping, and 
strongly urged the passage of such bill in 
its last annual report.

Representative Babcock of Wisconsin is 
by no means neglected by correspondents 
in his own State or in other portions of this 
country by reason of his position as Chair- 
man of the Republican Congressional com- 
mittee.

Tardy ‘justite seems likély to be done to the 
private soldiers who served and suffered 
with Gen. Greely during the Lady Franklin 
Bay polar expedition during the years from 
1881 to 1883. Twenty-five officers and enlist- 
ed men ot᷑ the United States Army constitut- 
ed the expedition and nineteen of the men 
died amid the horrible arctic col. the un- 
lucky number of thirteen: of them having 
perished from actual starvation. : 

Lieut. Greely,‘ who was in command, re- 
ceived adequate recognition of his. great 
services to science by being jumped from a 
Lieutenant to Brigadier-General and sub- 


. sequently being put in charge of the Signal 


Corps. The surviving enlisted. men of the 
expedition did not fare so well, and, in fact, 
they were made to suffer through army red 
tape for the horrible privations which they 
underwent.as volunteers in the arctic 
regions. 

The expedition, as everybody knows, was 


one of the most successful of its kind, but | 


it was also one ot the most fatal to those 
engaged in it. The party made an arctic 
boat retreat for 500 miles southward. to 
meet the promised relief with every man of 
the original party in health and with all 
instruments and records intact. The suffer- 
ing and death resulted from the failure of 
the relief expeditions. 

Lieut. Greely and the expedition, as a 
whole, were ignored by.the War Department 
until Mrs. Cleveland took the matter up and 
secured Greely’s sudden promotion. The 
enlisted men did not get off so well. Three 
were put in the signa! service by the action of 


Gen. Greely, and one, who was discharged 


for disability, was made a Second Lieuten- 
ant. Francis Long and Maurice Connell, 
two of the humble heroes, were discharged 
from the signal service in 1890 with the 
rank of Sergeant in each case. Enlisted men 
in the army can be placed on the retired 
hist only after thirty years of service, and 
as these two arctic survivors had served 
only between fifteen and twenty years, they 
could not take advantage of the law, and 
there was no way in which the govern- 
ment could reward them for their great serv- 
ice to science, which proportionately was as 
great as that of Gen. Greely. 

A special act to place them on the retired 
list has passed one or the other houses sev- 
eral times, but has usually failed through 
the usual dry rot negligence in the Senate. 
The bill went through the Senate at the 
last session, and has just been r rted fa- 
vorably from the House Committée on Mil- 
itary Affairs.. The men are poor, however, 
and they are still afraid that their reward 
will be postponed once more.

One ot the first acts of the Director of the 
Mint with the beginning of the year was to 
order new dies to be prepared for the coinage 
of gold dollars and gold pieces of the other 
denominations. While there will not be an 
entire change so far as the dies may be con- 
cerned, there will be improvements notice- 
able, particularly in the dollar pieces, some 
of which have been coined since 1881. 

It is proposed to have the changes tn the 
dies made so that thé present administration 
can go out amid a blaze of gold, and instruc- 
tions have been to push matters, so that 
minting may be inaugurated by Feb. 1. 
1897. 

During the last few years gold dollars 
have been at a premium, and it has been 
almost impossible for anybody except numis- 
matists to get hold of them. None of them 
have been in circulation for fully ten years, 
but the promise is made by-the Director of 
the Mint that within a feW weeks at the 
outside there will be sufficient gold dollar 
pieces to supply any reasunable demand 
that may be made. . 

There has been a suggestion that fhe $1 
pieces be made larger and thinner, but the 
size of the dies at the Philadelphia Mint 
has not been changed, and this denomifiation 
will probably continue the same size as 
heretofore. ,

Member of the House Committee on 
2 Foreign Affairs Discusses the Con- 
dition of Things on the Island and 
“the Relations of This Country 
Thereto—Says Uncle Sam Cannot 
Guarantee Reforms by pain Nor 
Acquiescence by Revolutionists.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 20. [Special. 
All our information 18.“ said a member of 
the House Foreign Affairs committee today, 
that the prospects of the Cuban insurgents 
are in every way better today than they were 
fifteen months ago. We have Wad before us 
official information which goes to show that 


-although the island has been .devastated 


from one end to the other by both parties 
Captain-General Weyler has made no sub- 
stantial progress in the direction of pacifica- 
tion. All the stories given out from Madrid 
and from the Spanish Legation here in 


Washington to the effect that Weyler has 
_ pacified the islands are the merest fairy 


tales and are perfectly well understood to 
be such. Gen. Gomez and his subordinates 
have displayed the most remarkable gener- 


alship. They have done exactly what Wash- 


ington did in the early years of the revolu- 
tion. By scattering their forces they have 
absolutely put it out of Gen. Weyler’s hands 
to exterminate them. By no possibility un- 
der the present system of warfare could 
Gen. Weyler ‘kill more than a few hundred 
insurgents at a time if he had a million men 
at his disposal. All the energies of Spain 
are being sapped in this contest, and the in- 
surgents are losing little or nothing. 
After Spain Is Exhausted. 
When the critical time comes and Spain 


has exhausted her supply of men and money 


the insurgents will suddenly receive from 
their friends in this.country an abundance 
of arms and ammunition. They will then 
concentrate and win a series of great vic- 
tories over the disorganized and disheartened 
Spaniards. There is. no Date of This 
course interfering in such a way as to 
guarantee the reforms now proposed as a 
last.resort by the Spanish Government. 
Secretary Olney, I have reason to know, 
sees this difficulty perfectly. We could 
guarantee the execution of no reform at all 
without the presence of an army of occupa- 


tion in Cuba. We cannot even find any gov- 
' ernment to which to extend the guarantee, 
for President Cleveland has specifeally de- 


clared that the present so-called republican 


government. in Cuba is not worthy of con- 


sideration and cannot be treated with diplo- 


| matically. As he has declined to recognize 


the insurgents as belligerents he is abso- 
lutely barred from treating with them, for 
it is ridiculous to assume that this country 
can have anything to do with men Who are, 
according to the laws of nations, mere 
rioters, not entitled to treatment as prisoners 
of war. | + 
Great Diplomatic Blunder. 

If Mr. Olney and the President should 
secure the consent of Gen. Gomez to a trial 
of the proposed reforms there would be noth- 
ing at all to prevent any one of the Cuban 
commanders from carrying on the warfare 
in the méanwhile. The President and Sec- 
retary’ of State made a great diplomatic 
blunder in not acknowledging the insurgents 


as belligerents, for in that case the United 


States could offer to mediate between them 


and the mother country, whereas now we 


eannot possibly interfere as between a sta- 
ble government and a ragged army to whom 


we deny the ordinary rights ot civilized 


warfare. I. know. that . Secret Olney 


. recognizes the false position in whith he has 
been 


laced and I am melined to believe 
that if he and the President bad the thing 


to do over ‘aguin the very first step would be 


a -proclamation according belligerent rights. 
This must be the preliminary toany attempt 
on. the part of this country to interfere with 
the affairs of Cuba. A proclamation to this 
effect should be issued by President McKin- 
ley at the carliest possible moment, and my 
belief is that it will be done. When we once 


‘accord belligerent rights we will then have 


an opportunity to determine first whether 
the insurgent army has achieved the inde- 
: ce of the island and then whether it 
proper for this country to mediate either 
diplomatically or by armed intervention. 


McKinley Full Informed. 


This view of the matter has been pre- 
sented to Maj. McKinley, and while he is not 
in favor of undue haste he fully recognizes 
the necessity of sénsible action to put a stop 
to the war in Cuba. n proposes to pro- 
mulgate certain al reform during the 
early part of February. All the information 
at the disposal of our committee is to the ef- 
fect that the insurgents will not think of 
such,a thing as throwing down their arms.

ANOTHER LIVELY TILT IN THE HOUSE 


Sensational Episode During the De- 
bate om the Atlantic and 
. Pacific Bill.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.—The House 
today witnessed another exciting and some- 
what sensational episode. 

At the end of the acrimonious debate on 
the conference report on the bill to confer 
the Sights and franchises of the Atlantic 
and Pacific railroad on the purchasers under 
the mortgage foreclosure, Mr. Powers of 
Vermont and Mr. Barrett of Massachusetts 
exchanged broadsides. Mr. Powers deférd- 
ed the conference report against the assaults 
of a half score of members led by Mr. Bar- 
rett. 

The latter was particularly severe in his 
criticisms, charging that a stock jobbing 
operation was behind the measure. This 
drew from Mr. Powers near the close of the 
debate a reply in which he charged that 
Boston was the home of the railroad wreck- 
ers and with keen satire ridiculed the Massa- 
chusetts member and continued that per- 
haps he was interested in his opposi- 


tion. 
Mr. Barrett in responding was vicious, not 


only denying absolutely any interest in the. 


bill but scoring. Mr. Powers who, he said, 
was on the supreme bench of Vermont when 
the Central railroad of that’ State was 
‘‘ wrecked under its decree.“ He was not 
cailed to order, but Mr. Grout of Vermont 
twice protested against the attack on the 
judiciary of his State. 

Mr. Barrett asserted that no Yailroad in 
the country had such a disgraceful history 
as this one. It was black with fraud and dis- 
honor. 

Mr. Cook (Rep., III.), in opposing the re- 
port, was particularly solicitous that the 
House should insist on the amendment for- 
feiting the unearned lands of the road.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.—By the de- 
cisive vote of 46 to 4 the Senate today passed 
the bill for the appointment of commissioners 
to an international money conference. 

The closing of the debate brought out 
several notahle speeches, including those of 
Mr. Hoar, Mr. Vilas, Mr. Jones, (Ark.), Mr. 
Gorman, Mr. Allison, and Mr. Carter. It 
disclosed that little opposition existed 
against the bill, the only division being as to 
the expediency of seeking bimetallism 
through international agreement. : 
“As voicing the general view on the Demo- 
cratic side of the chamber, Jones and Gore — 
man favored the adoption of the measure ex- 
actly as Republican Senators desired, iu 
order that the responsibility might be theirs,

Washington Off His Pedestal. . 
The True George Washington. By Paul 
Leicester Ford. -J. B. Lippincott com- 
pany. 

George Washington. By Woodrow Wil- 
son. Illustrated. Harper & Bros. 
There is a hopeful significance in the simul- ' 
taneous appearance of two books like these 
by Mr. Ford and Prof. Wilson. Both are 
effective protests against the proneness of

The result is that in the first position the dis- 
turbing force increases the apastron (great- 
est) distance by an abnormally large amount, 
while at apastron it increases the perlastron 
(least) distance by a very small amount. 
Thus, while the ellipse is being gradually ex- 
panded the apastron is driven away so rapil- 
ly compared to the slight recession of the 
periastron.tthat the orbit grows more ard 
more eccentric, and this process must con- 
tinue till the axial rotations are sufficiently 
reduced by the transfer of axial to orbital 
moment of momentum. 

Prof. See holds that as the satellites in the 
solar system move in orbits which average 
far less of departure froth the circular form 
than do those of the planets, and as the lat- 


ter average a far smaller eccentricity than 


is found in the case of the binary stars the 
solar system is unique. Whether observa- 
tion ever will disclose any other system of 
such complexity, regularity, and harmony 
as that of which our sun is the central 
body, is an interesting question for the fu- 
ture of astronomy. It is certain that the 
number of known double stars will be aug- 
mented in proportion to the diligence of ob- 
servers and the improvement of our telc- 
scopes, and We may reasonably expect a 
sensible increase in the number of known 
triple and quadruple stars and of stars at- 
tended by dark bodies.

Mr. Ford’s volume brings us closest to 
Washington because it is chiefly made up 
of skillfully arranged extracts from the 
statesman’s own letters arid other writings. 
But Prof. Wilson, by following the usual 
method of straightaway historical nar- 
rative, has gained something in literary 
fourm, and his spirit is as sane and as frank 
as that of the other. The illustrations in 
the Princeton professor’s book, some of 
them by Pyle, are a valuable feature of the 


work. 

In the presence of these two volumes the 
flawless, Alabaster Washington crumbles 
slightly and turns to a human being with 
faults, merits, aspirations, and excentrici- 
ties like other men. The effect is not to 
lessen his greatness, but to make him human 
and lovable on those sides which really 
deserved admiration. This more human 
Washington appears as a rather dandified 
youth, with a soft heart for women, and a 

marked weakness for dancing. Neither his 
spelling nor his grammar was able to-go far 
without limping, and he had almost all his 
official documents written for him by others. 
He used quack medicines and believed in 
being bled—a practice which notably hast- 
ened his death. 

As for the moral paragon held up to the 
youthful. prevaricator of today, the Wash- 
ington of the hatchet legend is modified to 
this extent by Mr. Ford: The Rev, Mason 
L. Weems is authority for the popular state- 
ment that at 6 years of age George could 
not tell a lie. Whether this was so, or 
whether Mr. Weems was drawing on his im- 
agination for his facts, it seems probable 
that Washington partially outgrew the dis- 
ability in his more mature years.“ Mr. 
Ford shows Washington to have been a 
„good politician in something of the mod- 
ern sense, and tells how he offered Patrick 
Henry a position after having first ascer- 
tained in a roundabout way that it would be 
refused. To carry an election he did not 
scruple to provide. strong drink for his con- 
stituents. 

If anything further be needed to shatter 
the glass case in which the Father of his 
Country has so long been kept, it need only 
be added that he at least once attempted a 
pun. He could take and give heavy jokes, 
and had a weakness for afternoon teas, 
He was fond of cards, billiards, and theat- 
ricals. He went to the circus when op- 
portunity offered,“ though he never sunk 40 
the depth of taking children as an excuse. 

Together these volumes present a mass 
of interesting trifles that forever shatter 
the flawless hero that Sparks once drew 
and labeled ‘‘ Washington.” Like Prof. 
Sloane’s ‘life of Napoleon, these new pre- 
sentations of Washington recall a great 
personality fromthe cold Olympian heights 
of pure idealization, and return it, a breath- 
ing being of flesh and blood, tda place where 
the living can touch and understand.

Miss Higginson has collected a number of | 
her short stories, published first in various’ 
magazines, Hast and West, and prefaced 
them with the sketch which gives title to 
her volume.

If the unabridged dictionary is a little too dis- 
cursive for continuous reading James Baldwin 
evidently thinks otherwise with regard to the 
unabridged encyclopedia. His Guide to Sys- 
tematic Readings in the Encyclopedia Britannica 
(Werner) has been @dvanced to the honors of a 
second edition. which would seem to show that it 
is what it aims to be—a useful key to the rich 
labyrinth of the great work of reference. By 
means of a topical treatment the compiler has 
perceptibly shortened the labors of any one desir- 
ous of exhausting the resources of the encyclope- 
dia on any given subject. 

Edward A. Rand. the author of many short 
stories which have found thousands of delighted 
readers among the Sunday-school scholars of the 
land. has just brought out through Whitaker a 
charming story Of old New York under the appro- 
priate title of Behind Manhattan Gables.“ 
Through the medium of a pleasant love affair we 
are made familiar with the daily life of New Am- 
sterdam and carried along to the occupation of the 
English in 1664. The peaceful union of Dutch and 
English in the making of New York is appropri- 
ately symbolized in the marriage of Katryne 
Schuyler to Harold Wharton. 


Dr. Robert N. Tooker of Chicago has just put 
forth through Rand, McNally & Co. a volume on 
domestic medicine which shows unusual thor- 
oughness and care. Its title. All About the 
Baby. is sufficient indication ‘of its scope and 
purpose. In the form of questions and answers 
Dr. Tooker’s volume presents all the information 
sought by young mothers. It is concise in style. 
sympathetic in tone, and sensible and practical 
in its suggestions: Dr. Tooker’s thirty years of 
experience speak from his pages, and one feels 
throughout that he knows whereof he writes. 
The medical treatment he suggests for various in- 
fantiie aliments is on the homeopathic plan, but 
the book is not a thesis for any school. The book 
impresses one as genuine, practical, and perma- 
nent. The illustrations are as helpful as the 
text. 


The second volume of Prof. Sloane’s great Life 
of Napoleon carries the story from Bonaparte's 
Italian campaign in 1787 to the close of the battle 
of Jena, by which Germany was laid low in 1806. 
The expedition to Egypt, the career of Napoleon 
as First Consul, his coronation as Emperor. and 
his plans for the subjugation of all Europe are 
treated in forcible and discerning style. The 
author belleves that Napoleon never intended to 
attack England, and that his ostentatious prepara- 
tions to that end were but a feint to hide his real 
objeet—the attack on Austria. The fact that his 
Admirals were as weak as his Generals were 
strong shows that he never expected to make any 
extensive use of his naval forces. 
heard the news of Trafalgar with comperative 
unconcerh. Josephine’s intrigues and Napoleon’s 
growing. coldness toward her. with his remark 
that if he could have a child he would marry the 
woman who bore it. show both characters in any- 
thing but an ideal light. [New York: The Cent- 
ury company; Chicago: McDonnell Bros.]

CHICAGO GENERAL AND MR. YERKES 


ON AMICABLE TERMS.

Chicago General Secures a Line to the 
Steck-Yards by Way of Throop, 
Main, and Laurel and All Litigation 
Is Ended—May Get a Down-Town 
Line—Experts Report Favorably on 
the Condition of West Chicago—De- 
crease in'Local Interest Rate. 


— * 


A contract between the Chicago General 
railway company and the West Chicago 
Stredt railway company has been signed. 
Under its terms all litigation between the 
companies is to be dismissed, and the Gen- 
erul company secures a line to the Stock- 
Yards by way of Throop, Main, and Laurel 
streets at a rental of $200 a month. The 
ordinance for this extension was secured 
Feb. 4, 1805, by Charles T. Yerkes, at which 
time the General company was competing 
for the same route, but it is not yet con- 
structed. Thara has been no transfer of 
stock, the organizers of the campany still 
retaining control of the property. 

This will give the Chicago General @ direct 
line to the Stock-Yards for Which it has 
been fighting for a long time. Mr. Yerkes 
has always stood in the way of extensions 
by this company and has obstructed all 
ordinances introduced under which it ex- 
pected to secure franchises for extensions. 
He has been mainly responsible for the fail- 
ure of the company to get the consent of 
the Chicago City railway to the running of 
cars east in Twenty-second street to the 
lake. The lease for these tracks is not yet 
closed, but it is expected it will be in a short 
time, and the company will then be running 
cars to connect with the City railway and 
the Illinois Central railroad. A down-town 
connection is one of the possibilities of the 
near future. 


The Board of Governors of the New York 


Stock Exchange has decreed that the em- 
ployment of business solicitors by stock ex- 
change houses is a violation of the commis- 
sion regulations of the exchange and must 
be stopped. There are fully 500 solicitors’ 
employed by Wall street houses, and the 
decree has creatéd a stir. 


Report on West Chicago Favorable. 


The committee of experts which has 
recently been examining the condition of the 
West Chicago street railroad will make a 
favorable report. The experts have returned 
to New York, and they take with them a 
full and complete statement of the financial 
and physical conditions of the property to- 
gether with earnings and operating ex- 
penses. It has been ascertained since the 
return of the committee that the members 
were pleased with the showing made by 
the West Chicago road, and that, as a re- 
sult, the sale of the Consolidated mortgage 
boncs will probably be concluded in a short 
time. This is the second investigation made 
of the affairs of the West Chicago road dur- 
ing the last six weeks. The first wal made 
by a committee representing Boston in- 
vestors, and while it was a favongble one 
negotiations for the sale of bonds fell 
through. The committee which has just ex- 
amined the West Chicago books is under- 
stood to represent the Central Trust com- 
pany of New York and people who are more 
or less directly interested in that concern. 
It is through the Central Trust company 
that Mr. Yerkes has carried on all of his 
recent financial operations. R. Somers, 
Hayes, President of the West Side Con- 
struction company. and who is virtually in 
control of the Metropolitan Elevated, is in- 
terested in the Central Trust company. One 
ot the big life insurance companies in New 
Vork, which has made many of its big invest- 
ments through the Central Trust company, 
is said to be interested in the recent loans 
made on Yerkes’ securkies. 

Present indications are favorable to a 
speedy closing of the loan on the North- 
western Elevated, which will permit of the 
carrying out of the work of the Columbia 
Construction company. It is said that not 
only: will a loan be made upon the North- 
western Elevated of from $3,000,000 to §3,- 
500,000, but that Eastern ee will con- 
trol considerable of the stock of the Colum- 
bia Construction company, which is now 
held in Chicago. As soon as the money is ob- 
tained from the loan now under negotiation, 
the Northwestern Elevated will be pushed 
forward to an early completion. The same 
people who are contemplating the purchase 
of the Northwestern bonds are the ones who 
have furnished the money for the com- 
pletion of the Union Loop. This money was 
put in the hands of the Central Trust com- 
pany of New York, to be paid out only upon 
the vouchers of the engineers, showing work 
actually completed. The same course will 
be pursued for the furnishing of money for 
the Northwestern Elevated if present ne- 
gotiations are carried through. It is con- 
sidered probable both of these enterprises 
wil’ be speedily completed and put in a 
position where they can begin paying a re- 
turn upon the money invested, 

Local Interest Rates Decline. 


There has been a decline in the interest 
rates at local banks and demand money is 
now to be had at 4% to 5 per cent and time 
money at 5 to 6 per cent. Until within the 
last few days interest rates have been held 
firmly at 6 to 7 per cent. Bankers report 
little demand for money. There is almost 
no demand for money to be used for spec- 
ulative purposes, a fact that is due in part to 
the fact that bankers look with little favor 
upon speculative loans. There 18 small de- 
mand for money for commercial purposes, 
but it is better than the demand of borrow- 
ers for call loans. There is every prospect 
of a decrease in rates even from those at 
present obtained. 

The Treasury gold reserve yesterday stood 
at $144,522,612, an increase of $243,555 from 
the figures of ‘the preceding day. The rec- 
ords of previous years continue to be broken 
each day now and the showing yesterday of 
free gold in the Treasury was ahead of any- 
thing since March, 1891. There is more than 
$1,000,000 of free gold in the Treasdry today 
in excess of that in January, 1808.

HOW TO GET JUST ASSESSMENTS InN 
CHICAGO. 

The bill for the correcting and equalizing 
of assessments, which was printed in last 
Wednesday’s Tripunn, makes the County 
Treasurer ex-officio Supervisor of Assess- 
ments in his county. But it is provided 
that in any county having 20,000 or more 
inhabitants the question may be submitted 
to the popular vote whether there shall be 
a board of three Supervisors of Assess- 
ments, to be appointed by the County 
Judge. 

There should be such a board, but its 
jurisdiction might prudently be confined to 
the area of Chicago. Without it, and with- 
out the other provisions of the bill, inelud- 
ing that for the new assessment of real es- 
tate only once in five years, except as to 
improvements meanwhile, there cannot 
be a uniform valuation of property 
in the big wards of this city under the 
old township valmation system. But why 
should the appointment of the three 
Supervisors ba made / to depend on an af- 
firmative popular vote next spring or some 
other time? 

It is not quite certain that this scheme 
would carry if submitted at the polls of the 
whole county, or even of the city. The 
present system of unequal, ridiculous, and 
unjust assessments has thousands of bene- 
ficiaries, and consequently of friends,“ 
who do not’ want to-pay their fair share of 
the taxes. The mags of the men who have 
for years been assessed too low and have 
paid too little are averse toa change placing 
“them on a basis of justice. 

The men who have hung on the skirts of 
the city Town Assessors and have worked 
for them at the primaries, in conventions, 
and at the polls, and who have been given 
in payment of euch services important 
places they are unfit to fill, are 
apposed to a “change.” Their ability to 
éarn money by commissions as Deputy 
Assessors would cease. They want their 
little boodle deals left wide open till they 
secure their graft or blackmail, 

But the objection will be raised in some 
quarters that if the mode of making the 
assessment in Chicago is made to differ in 
any respect from that in other counties 
under township organization law that 
change will be “ special legislation,“ and 
therefore unconstitutional. It is to meet 
that objection that this device of a popular 
vote is proposed to be resorted to by the 
friends of fair and honest equalization. 

That device is unnecessary, in the opin- 
ion of good lawyerg. The conditions which 
obtain especially in Cook County are ‘so 
different from those in the rest of the 
State in regard to assessments that it is 
impossible to have one uniform mode of 
listing property in Ihinois, and at the same 
time have just and equal assessments, 
which the Constitution itself commands. 
If the technical uniformity is insisted on, the 
other will have to be abandoned. That 
would be sacrificing the substance for the 
shadow. 

The revenue article of the Constitution 


provides that— 

The General Assembly shall provide such rev- 
enue as may be needful by levying a tax, by vai- 
uation, so that every person and corporation shall 
pay a tax"in proportion to his, her, or its property 
—euch value to be ascertained by some person or 
persons to be elected or appointed in such manner 
as the General Assembly shall direct, and not 
otherwise. 


The Constitution plainly. demands that 
there be an accurate valuation of all taxa- 
ble property in order that no man may 
have to pay more or get off with less than 
his due share of taxes. But it does not speci- 
fy the mode in which the valuation of prop- 
erty shall be made that is assessed. That 
is left entirely to the wisdom of the General 
Assembly. Therefore any system which 
produces just valuatioys fulfills the manda- 
tory requireménts of the Constitution. 

The present system does not and cannot 
so assess property-of Chicago. The aver- 
| age rural township has no more votes than 
the average Chicago voting precinct. But 
each of those townships has one Assessor, 
while the 1,000 Chicago precincts are di- 
vided unequally among seven townships, 
each of which has but one Assessor! Yet 
the law gives the seven Assessors, who have 
these 1,000 precincts, registering about 
400,000 voters, to look after, less time than 
it gives to the Assessors of the seven town- 
ships in Lawrence County, casting 4,085 
votes. And this gross disparity extends 
through all the counties against Chicago. 

The Assessor of the Township of West 
Chicago has within his jurisdiction not far 
from 120,000 families, The South Chicago 
Township Avseséor has fully 100,000 house- 
holders. Hyde Park and Lake Townships, 
50,600 to 60,000 families; North Chicago, 
50,000; Lake View, 30,000. The average 
rural townehip has 300, 400, or 500 families 
to assess. How can one Chicago Assessor 
with his deputies do as much inspection of 
property as 300 to 400 country township 
Assessors? Country farms and live stock 
change slowly in the rural townships; but 
the ups and downs, the advances and de- 
clines of Chicago ownership of real and per- 
sonal property are very great each year, and 
require special care on the part of the over- 
whelmeii Assessor’s force. The Chicago 
Aesessors have to deal with 20, 50 and 100 
and 200 foot lots and “ acre property,” the 
value. of which is subject to constant and 
great fluctuations, according to the peculiar 
circumstances of various tracts. 

The rural Assessor may have half a dozen 
or twenty stores and as many small manu- 


sessor has hundreds, even thousands, of in- 
dustrial centers, and thousands ‘of shops, 
stores, and groceries, Chicago has great 
warehouses wherein are piled up.the stocks 
of commodities destined ‘for distribution 
throughout the Mississippi Valley. These

Then why does any one contend that the 
Chicago assessment system must not differ 
in any respect whatever from that of the 
little rural farm precincts of the other 
counties? Because the Constitution speci- 
fies twenty-three cases where the General 
Assembly shall not pass local or special 
laws and then adds “in all other cases 
where a general law can be made applica- 
ble no special Jaw. shall be enacted,” and 
that just exactly means that special laws 
may be lawfully passed when a general law 


will not apply. 


But some eminent Chicago lawyers ‘hold : 


that if there are any other cities in Illinois 
whose boundaries extend over more than one 
assessment township, and includes two or 


can make a separate class of Cook nty 
and those counties, and authorize the ap- 
pointment of Assessors, to be appointed by, 
say, the county, who can set assessment ma- 
chinery in motion which will do justice 
to all men liable to taxation. And 
those lawyers cite cases where our 
State Supreme Court has upheld the power 

of the General Assembly to enact laws 
under the principle of classification. That 
would open a read through the bramble and 
thorn bushes which have troubled and 
harmed this city for many years. 


FROM ABIMELECH TO CRAWFORD. 

Gideon, the son of Joash, served as Judge 
in Israel forty years, and gave great satis- 
faction. When Gideon died, full of years 
and honors, Abimelech, one ef the seventy 
sons of Jerübbaal, who had taken to prac- 
tical politics early in life, decided to run 
for office as Gideon's successor. Now 
Abimelech was not entitled to the office. 
He was no more fit to hold the exalted po- 


sition of Judge than are some of Chicago's 


Aldermen. But it was a good, fat job, and 
he determined to get it. Like the shrewd 
politician he was he did not let the absence 
of a popular demand for him deter him 
from his ambition. So he set about laying 
wires and manipulating primaries to get 
the nomination. 

Abimelech belonged to Manasseh, which 
may be called for convenience the South 
Side of Israel. But he knew that the 
South Side, unaided, could not carry him 


through the convention, so he decided to 


secure the West Side, where the Shech- 
emites lived. He made a trip to Shechem 


and communed ”"—or caucused—with rel- 


atives und friends, and induced them, by 
promises of power and emoluments under 
his administration, to become part of the 
machine which was to run the convention. 
He raised a campaign fund of 300 shekels 
to control the floating vote—the “ vain and 
light persons” of scripture. He made a 
thorough canvass, so that when the people 
assembled by the pillar that was in Shech- 
em Abimelech was chosen with slight op- 


position. 


This, admittedly, is the first mention of 
the caucus in history. Our primary «lec- 
tions are founded on the caucus, and, in- 
deed, primaries are called “‘ caucuses” by 
statute in New England tothisday. Itisa 
far ery from Abimelech to Senator Craw- 


ford, whose name has been given to the 


primary or caucus law in force in this 
State of Illinois in the present day of grace, 
but the methods of Abimelech are the meth- 
ods which still prevail. 

As a matter of fact, the family, as the 
basis of all civil government, doubtless first 
created the caucus and held the first pri- 
maries, choosing leaders to represent it in 
council or deciding upon matters of family 
policy. 

John Adams wrote: “ Caucuses vf pa- 
tricians, cancuses of plebeians, always pre- 
vailed at Rome and in all other free coun- 
tries.“ 

Lord Brougham declared that the caucus 
in all its essential features, and certainly in 
name, originated in Massachusetts. And, 
strangely enough, the first recorded effort 
to destroy the machine in politics belongs to 
another’ New England colony. It was 
deeméd wise by the pioneers of Providence 
Township to secure the largest possible at- 
tendance at political gatherings, and one of 
the early acts of the township reads: It is 
agreed by the towne-meetings that, after 
warning given to come to towne- meeting, 
that whoever be wanting above one-quarter 
of an hour after the time appointed shall 
pay the town for every such default one 
shilling and sixpence.“ 

The first substantial attempt at primary 
election reform—or reform of the caucuses, 
which stood for primaries—is credited by 
Mr. Lawton, an authority on the subject, 
to the Tennessee Legislature, which in 
1823 passed a series of resolutions and sent 
them to the Legislatures of other States, 
intending to bring about a concert of action 
in opposition to the practice, which began 
with Jefferson’s day, of members of Con- 
gress meeting in caucus and nominating a 
candidate for President. 

The primary elections” of the present 
day were intended to supplant and correct 
the abuses of the caucus, but this hope has 
never been realized in the cities, the great 
centers of population, where the primaries 
are still virtually caucuses, controlled by 
other caucuses and expressing the will of 
selfish and vicious minorities instead of that 
of majorities. The right of any given num- 
ber of persons to meet in conference and de- 
cide upon a common line of action is not 
questioned. But when a few self-appointed 
bosses attempt to use this power to arrogate 
to themselves the privileges of the many the 
liberties of the people are abridged. The 
primary election becomes an 
tent that it is subjected to such evil domina- 
tion. 

The evil is more apparent than the rem- 
edy. The Providence Township remedy 


was effectual, doubtless, and the idea of. 


penalizing the failure to exercise the right 
of suffrage is not unfamiliar, even at this 
day. It has been upheld recently by the 
Missouri courts. «. No attempt has been 
made, however, to apply it to the primary 
itself; and it is at the primary that the 
bosses and machines find their most re- 
munerative employment. Until at least a 
large percentage of the masses of the voters 
attend the primaries reform in politics will 
remain an ideality. Honest and effective 


election laws do not prevent the imposition 


of unfit candidates upon the several parties 
and upon the people.

The theory of 
the law would be the same in each ease, 
securing the rights of the individual stock- 
holder in the corporation or member of the 
political party. 

The Crawford primary election law does 
not go to this length. It is not mandatory. 
Laws which exact only a voluntary com- 
pliance are not greatly dreaded by crim- 
inals. When the Crawford law is amended, 
as proposed by those having the reform in 
charge, so that there will be actnal sare 


tions by the proper officers of law,-it is 
certain that the Abimelechs of local poli- 
tics will continue to flourish unless the re- 
form results in a larger attendance at the 
primary, The theory of a mandatory 
primary law is not only to prevent fraud in 
counting, but by thus assuring the voter 
that his vote will be honestly counted, in- 
duce him te come out to the priinary. It 
will be an abortive reform unless it accom- 
plishes this result. ' 


FRESH CHECK ON IMMIGRATION, 
The passage of the amended immigration 
law, which excludes from the United States 
all persons who cannot read and write 
either the English languagé or the language 
of their native country, marks another step 
in the natural evolution of our national dis- 
position towards immigrants. The feeling 
of hostility towards freely admitting to this 
country the pauper and illiterate classes of 
| Europe has been growing for years and has 
been shown in the legislation which has been 
gradually raising the barriers against immi- 
gration. The new law, which seems des- 
tined to be made effective, is the most rad- 
ical of any'that has been passed, and com- 
pleménts the contracts act of 1801. It is in 
strict accord with public sentiment, and will 
meet accordingly with marked popular ap- 
proval. It imposes asdistinct check on the 
free influx of the scum of Europe, which 
has been crowding American workingmen 
out of their legitimate positions. 

We have been oppressed more and more 
every year by the invasions from the ignor- 
ant paupers of Italy, Greece, Spain, and the 
nations of Southeastern Europe, the Huns, 
who have been assisted to reach this coun- 
try by the better elements of their own na- 
tionality, who are glad to be rid of them. 
The vagrants, eriminals, and all sorts of 
trash have thus been dumped on our shores to 
undermine the assimilated laboring classes of 
the big cities and make a heavy demand on 
our national resources. without being able 
to give an adequate return. This of course 
does not apply to the immigrants from En- 
gland, Germany, and Scandinavia, who 
} quickly get in touch with our customs and 
methods, and who are welcome additions to 
our population. 

But the country is about full. The best pub- 
lic lands have been taken up, and it & hard 
work to find sufficient employment for our 
own people. The Slavs ought to go to Si- 
beria, where they can find work op the new 
Siberian railway. The poor people of South- 
ern Europe should migrate to South Amer- 
ica, where théy will be in harmony with the 
habits of the population. We cannot afford 
to admit freeiy tq this country these hordes 
of ignorant paupers and devote thirty or for- 
ty years to educating them into ah appre- 
ciation of American ideas. We don’t owe 
them this assistance. 
right to draw the line when we are con- 
vinced that the best interests of our people 
are jeopardized, and if the nations of Hast- 
ern Europe choose to get angry let them edu- | 
cate their laboring classes and thus sur- 
mount the barrier. The protest of the 
Canadian Premier is equally impertinent. 
Canada should set up better schools in the 
lower provinces and educate her people 
and not be content to throw them on the 
United States to be educated. 

The fact is we have arrived at a point 
where we have no room for illiterate im- 

igrants, and have not the time and are 
Bo Be no obligations to educate them. 
Mureover, we have no room for those An- 
archists and restless spirits who have been 
chronic opponents of their own govern- 
ménts, and. who want to come to this coun- 
try to give free vent to their hatred of all 
governments. 

This immigration bill is a good one, and 
in the natural course of events it will be fol- 
lowed by othets which will raise the bar- 
riers to objectionable immigrants still high- 
er, until illiterate Europeans will be made 
not much more welcome than the Mongoli- 
ans. Probably 95 per cent of the working 
people would favor barring out entirely all 
these ililterate competitors, and there is "9 
reason why they should ever again be a 
mitted into the coutitry.

DUTY OF THE DRAINAGE BOARD. 

The Drainage Board combine,after prayer- 
ful consideration of the financial sityation 
of its district and patient investigation of all 
the details and probabilities and possibilities 
of the future,announced its decision that the 
board would absolutely require $3,685,000 
in excess of all the money in sight or pro- 
vided for in order to finish the main channel 
by the close of 1898. The board combine 
accordingly drafted a bill to submit to the 
Legislature to extend for two years after 
1897 the extra tax of 1 per cent imposed on 
drainage district property. 

Mr. Eckhart, who probably knows more

But the memhers of the board having gone 
so far as to accept one compromise should 
go a step further. The Real Estate Board 
is more representative of the taxpayers of 
the drainage district than are the bankers.

no extension of extra taxation. The Real 
Estate Board agrees with Mr. Eckhart that 
there is money enough provided for to do all 
the work satisfactorily, if the money is 
spent economically, 

If the Drainage Board wants to do the 
square thing by the taxpayers it should drop 
even the request for an extra tax of one- 
half of 1 per cent and proceed with the 
work of finishing the channel with the 
money in sight as early next year as it can. 


WHY SHOULD NOT A BANKER BE SECRE- 
TARY OF THE TREASURY! 

In the past Secretaries of the Treasury 

have been either lawyers or bankers, prin- 
cipally lawyers. But why should not a 
banker be a Secretary of the Treasury, as 
will be the case after the 4th of March? 
What is a banker? 
The banker is the great intermediary in 
the system of modern civilization, the mid- 
dleman between those who have money to 
lend and those who want to borrow money. 
He collects all the spare funds of the com- 
munity, puts them safely in his vaults, god 
then loans them to those who can make the 
most profitable use of the money. But peo- 
ple who do not choose to see what the legiti- 
mate functions of bankers are denounce 
them as capitalists and plutocrats, after the 
manner of Bryan, Altgeld, Peffer, and Mrs. 
Lease. 

It is rare, bewever, that a banker is a 
millionaire or much of a capitalist. He is 
the Agent of the capitalist, but he is at the 
same time the agent of those who have 
little capital. The system which Mr. Gage 
has carried on so long and so successfully 
in this city consists in collecting every spare 
dollar which the people do not carry in their 
peckets and holding it, subject to their de- 
mand whenever made. If it were 
not for this gathering up of all 
these sums of money, many of them 
small, it would require three or four 
times the amount of money we have 
now to do the same amount of business. 
The savings banks, which accumulate still 
smaller surplus funds of the people—savings 
which But for these banks might be lost or 
wasted—hold a total of more than 1,800 


million dollars, or more than the full amount 


of the curreney in circulation. That money 
is put there by its owners for safe keeping 
and for interest on long loans,generally with 
real estate security, but as soon as it is 
loaned on that security for purchasing land, 
building operations, etc., it goes into the 
commercial banks and is used there for 
short time loans. 

Mr. Gage has in his bank $17,000,000 of 
deposits. Its loans and distounts are $15,- 
500, 000; its capital and surplus $5,000,000. 
These great sums are deposited by several 
| thousand depositors, who put their surplus 
money into the bank as soon as they get it. 
That money is loaned promptly and intelli- 


} gently, to the legal limitation, and is used i in 


purchasing goods, buying land, moving 
crops, setting up great manufacturing 
plants, and in all the multifarious employ- 
ments of monéy. It is loaned by the banker 
who is a good banker to men who are rea- 
sonably sure to use it wisely for the inter- 
ests of business and to repay it. 

The enormous deposits and loans of Mr. 
Gage’s bank show how wisely and skillfully 
he has managed his business and to what a 
colossal extent it has grown. A man who 
can accomplish such g work as this must 
have a good fiscal head. He must have 
financial ability of a high order. It may be 
truthfully said that no man in Chicago and 
few men in the whole country have shown 
such ability and developed such success as 
Mr. Gage. No man has done more co give 
employment to labor than he. No man has 


been brought into more intimate connec- | 


tion with all kinds of businessthan he. No 
man knows better how they are carried on 
and their needs than he. 

It is true there are some bankers in this 
and in other cities who have failed. But 
this is because they have disregarded the 
elementary principles which should guide 
a good banker or a good Secretary of the 
Treasury, who administers’ the finances of 
the Nation. Their failures are no more an 
argument against selecting @ banker for 
Secretary of the Treasury than the failures 
of lawyers would be against the selection of 
a lawyer for this important position. 

Frem the point of view of Mr. Gage's 
marked ability as a banker, of his intimate 
acquaintance with finance, theoretically and 
practicully,; with political economy, with 
questions of sociology, with the interests of 
the working classes, and with governmental 
problems of every kind, the American peo- 
ple may congratulate themselves and the 
President-elect that they will have the 
service of such a man in looking after the 
national finances, upon which so much de-

Prof. Van Dyke began his remarks by 
giving a description of the various styles 
of ancient and modern portraiture. For in- 
stance, he said, in modern portraiture a 


istic likeness. There are thre¢ different 
kinds. of portraiture—ideal, the iconic, or 
semi-ideal, and the real. The first two ap- 
peared in ancient art in Egypt, Assyria, and 
Greece. The realistic also appeared in late 
Greece and in Rome, then died out during 
the middle ages, and rose again with the 
early renaissance, and has continued ever 
since. 

Of the realistic portraiture, he said, there 
are several kinds again. First the physical, 
which gives the animal physique of man. 
Much of this is merely a painting of the 
outer surface. The highest kind of portrait- 
ure is the realistic character portrait. Prof. 
Van Dyke here explained that the character 
portrait was not a reading of character into 
@ picture, but keen insight into those phy- 


which are the characteristics of the man. 
He further explained how painters saw the 
human face; how they imagined it would 


that way. 

The lecture was interesting and highly in- 
structive throughout. The _ stereopticon 
views added interest to the words of the 
lecturer. There were fifty slides, beginning 
with the oldest portraits known to history, 
including an Egyptian statuette dating 
about 8500 B. C., and running on down 
through Assyria, Greece, Rome, to Italy, and 
then to Modern Europe. Among the finest 
reproductions were Valasquez's * Innocent 
the X. and Van Dyck’s Vander Geest.

Dvorak’s New celle Concerto Has Its 
First Performance in America .by 
Lee Stern, a Student Under the 
Composer—Schubert’s Symphony in 
C Played as a Tribute to the Great 
Music Writer—Same Program Ar- 
ranged for Tonight, 


CHUBERT’S memory 
‘was honored in the 
program ot yester- 
day’s rehearsal by 
the Chicago Orches- 
tra, and Dvorak’s 
‘cello concerto was 
given a first per- 
formance in Ameri- 
ca. Dvorak, from 
the apparent and ex- 
“ haustive care with 
which he has written 
this new concerto 
for ‘cello, op. 104, 
0 was inspired with the 
intention that it 
should sustaln comparison with great works 
of its class. It is built upon a plan more in 
the nature of the symphonic and with the 
treatment of the solo instrument followed 
by Brahms in his concertos. In the choice 
of ’cello as dominant instrument in a sus- 
tained work Dvorak set himself about as 
difficult a task as he could well undertake. 
Had he undertaken that task earlier in his 
career the outcome would likely have been 
better. Technically it is made with a mas- 
tery such as one might awalt from so great 
a master in technic, but for genuine spon- 
taneity one looks in vain. It is the work of 
a fluent, versatile writer who has attained 
the most finished methods of saying things 
well but no longer has them to say. 
Portions of It Attractive. 
Portions of the work are attractive, but it 
bears the exceedingly odd impress of a man 
who, giving himself up to the extreme in the 
national, sets out to distinguish himself in 


the field of the extreme in absolute music. 


From a first hearing one would say that it 
results in neither, On the one hand it fails 
entirely in the poise and breadth necessary 
to a great work of the absolute class, and on 
the other lacks the fluent abandon with 
which Dvorak distinguishes his’ composi- 
tions of the national in calor. N 

Two movements alone were heard yester- 
day, the second and third, the work in its en- 
tirety requiring three-quarters of an hour, 
being deemed too lengthy. This course, 
however, may be ascribed to the close suc- 
cession of the work to the Bruckner sym- 


phony. 
Leo Stern Is the Artist. 


These two movements—the opening one, 
andante, allegro ma non troppo being 
omitted—were Adagio ma non Troppo and 
Finale—Allegro Moderato, and were given 
in the solo part by Mr. Leo Stern, to whom 
the first performance of the work was in- 
trusted on March 19 of last year in a con- 
cert of the London Philharmonic Society. 
Mr. Stern must be regarded first of all as 
allowing to the work an authoritative per- 
formance in that he studied it under the 
immediate supervision of the composer, who 
conducted its first hearing. 

As a performer Mr. Stern must be acknowl- 
edged as possessing an excellent technic, a 
tone not great by any means, but heiped in 
eminent degree by the beautiful instrument 
on which he plays. He is conscientious in 
his musicianehip and refined. 

But a great 4 he cannot be reckoned. 
He is young, he has sound qualities. Ww 
delightfully he can play the smaller things 
he successfully demonstrated in the encore 
a Berceuse by Godard and ar- 
ranged by himself, which he brought for- 
ward as encore after a third recall.

of Traders to Depress Cer- 
tain Stocks. 


‘New York, Jan. 29.—Bradstreet’s financial 
review tomorrow will say: 

Extreme inactivity prevails in speculation, 
the market from day to day has ben a mere 
affair of traders, and the principal interest 
was afforded by their efforts to depress cer- 
tain stocks, especially some of the anthra- 
cite coal roads. This resulted in irregularity 
in the quotations, but in spite of such influ- 
ences the undertofte of the market has been 
strong, and the general impression in the 
street is that very little would be required 
to produce another upward movement in 
prices. Liquidations of the weak specu- 
lative holdings created a fortnight ago has 
been completed, and stocks have passed into 
strong hands, while a considerable short in- 
terést has been made.

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The Department Store Bill. 

Chicago, Jan. 25.—[Editor of The Tribune.) 
In the discussion of new bills in THE 
TRIBUNE Jan. 22 I am surpriged to see the 
able attorney pass his opinion off-hand on 
such an important bill as the department 
store bill introduced by Mr. Schwab. This 
bill is the same as the bill which passed the 
Senate with but 12 votes against it in 1895 
and lack 7 votes of having a constitutional 
majority in the House, the vote standing 
69 for and 56 against.
